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Having thus given a deſeription of

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II all ſcrophulous habits, every ſymp- 
tom of the venereal diſeaſe is parti- 
| cularly dangerous; and mereury, 4 
given in large doſes, will, in general, 
be detrimental. In ſuch perſons, when 
mercury in large doſes has been uſed, 
_ venereal ſores, inſtead of being healed, 
or the diſcharge from them mended, 
put on a very unfavourable : appearance ; 
and the patient ſeems inclined to 
become hectic. But upon mercu- 
rials being laid aſide, the bark given 
in proper doſes and a nouriſhing diet 
allowed, they generally heal up, and 
the cure may be compleated by ſmall 
doſes of the ſame medicine, which in 
large quantity ſeemed to threaten ſo 
much miſchief. eee 
All 
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All weak and delicate habits require 
the greateſt attention in their treat- 
ment. —Even when the conſtitution is 
ſound, although leſs care ſeems ne- 
cellary, yet we can never ſhew too 
much. Here, previous to the uſe of 
mercury, we may with great propriety 
take away ſome blood ; and this will 
tend to obviate any bad effect from 
the velocity of the circulation being 
afterwards enereaſed by the uſe of the | 


mercurials.— The bowels ought like- 


wiſe to be cleanſed by ſome doſes of 


cooling phyſic.—And in every caſe, 
where it can be done, the patient ou ght 

to uſe the warm bath ſeveral times; 
which, by relaxing the ſurface, allows 
the mere to go off gently by per- 
ſpiration; and thus prevents determi- 
E 2 nation 
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nation to the falivary glands, And 
with the ſame intention, during the 
whole courſe (and it will be found 
uſeful to continue it for ſome time 
after) the patient - ought to wear a 
flannel ſhirt and drawers. Theſe cir- 
cumſtances being premiſed, and the 
patient having reſtricted himſelf to a 
light diet, mercurials may now be ex- 
hibited ; and the ointment 6 ſeems, at. 
preſent, the moſt approved preparation. 
Let a drachm of this be rubbed into 
the inſide of the thighs ; at firſt, every 
ſecond night; afterwards, every night, 
at bed-time; — and this may even be 
encreaſed. to a drachm and a half; 
Which quantity I have always found 
| dalle: — During the courſe of the

guard againſt the ſlighteſt appear-

The diet, throughout the courſe, 
ſhould- be light, and moderately nou- 
riſhing ; and may conſiſt of milk, and 
weak broths.—The diluent drinks, al- 
ready recommended in gonorrhea, ought 
alſo to be uſed.

Swelling of the fauces, often attended 
with great difficulty of deglutition, ſome- 7 
times continues very obſtinate.— The 
drawing the ſteams of warm water into 
the mouth and throat, acting as a fo · 
mentation, will generally give relief.

Of CHANCRES. 


HANCRES are ſmall eating ul- 


cers, ſituated on the private parts ; 


and may be the only ſymptom of lues 
venerea, or may be accompanied by 


others. Previous to the ulceration, a 


ſlight degree of inflammation is per- 


ceived, or ſome red ſpots, on portions 


of the glans and prepuce; and theſe 


becoming more diſcernible, at laſt a 
thin matter is diſcharged. —By the num- 


ber of red ſpots, we may generally 


foretel that of the ulcerations they 
ſeldom , 


U 
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ſeldom run together ; each remain- 
ing ſingle. | 
Chancres have been thought ſymp= 
toms always belonging to lues vene- 
rea. — That they generally are ſo, 18 
undeniable; but that, ſometimes, they 
may be | only local, ſeems to be .clear. 
Chancre, induced by a portion of the 
venereal virus adhering to a particu- . 
lar part of the penis, in coition, ex- 
citing inflammation and ulceration, may: | 
ſurely, at firſt, be conſidered as local; 
and, as ſuch, way be cured without the 
uſe of mercury. But although this is 
the caſe, when the inflammation firſt 
appears, yet, in the after ſtate, we are 
by no means to truſt the cure to any 
thing, but the preparations of mercury.

Of the poffibility' of curing chantre 
in this firſt ſtate without mercury, I 
had an inſtance a few months ago, in 
the caſe of a | gentleman who applied 
to me ſhortly after connection with a 
ſuſpected perſon.—On the right ſide of 
the prepuce, there was an appearance 
exactly fimilar to that preceding chan- 
cre; but no ulceration had taken 
place. This I entirely cut out; and 
the part was healed by common dreſ- 
ſings. — And to this day no venereal 
complaint has appeared ; nor has the 
_ gentleman ever uſed a ſingle grain of 


mercurials. 


When chancres occur in the ſtate 
of ulceration, the general method of 
cure, recommended in the preceding 
chapter, 
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chapter, is to be purſued it only re- 
mains to mention the external appli- 


cations proper to be applied. 


And all that is neceſſary to be obſerv- 
ed on this head, is, that the ſores are 
to be kept clean, by waſhing them 
often with milk and water ; and ought 
to be dreſſed with digeſtive, or cerate. 
And this method, experience has ſhewn 
me, 1s infinitely better, than that of 
| applying mercurials to the part ; as 

they are leſs apt to encreaſe inflamma- 
tion: and when they are uſed, the . 
alteration of the appearances in the 
ſores, demonſtrates with more certainty

and keeping in mind, that the ſuppu-

1 introducing them in proper quantity, and 
the continual danger from the violence 

of their effects, 1 believe we ſhall be 1 in-

clined to prefer thoſe of the milder ſort ; 
eſpecially as, without the inconveniences 
1 accompanying the others, they are al- 
ways followed by equally happy effects. 
he correſive ſublimate is now, I be- 
lieve, ſeldom uſed ; and I have never 
experienced any benefit from it, given 
either in the ſolution, or in pills, unleſs 
where opiates were combined with it. 


In treating of the general method of 
cure, 1 mentioned mercurial ointment 
as the preparation moſt commonly uſed ; 
and for my own part, I am always led 
to prefer it; but, as in practice we find 
many. patients poſſeſſed of the greateſt 
averſion to the uſe of it, it is frequently 
neceſſary to give mercurials by the 
mouth; and for this purpoſe, calomel 

1 5 made 
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made into pills with conſerve of roſes, 
will be found extremely proper ;—each 
pill ſhould contain a grain, or a grain 
and a half of the calomel; and two may 
be taken every ſecond night at bed-time. 

When the common mercurial pill is 


uſed, two or three may likewiſe be 


taken every ſecond night; theſe laſt, 
however, are not always of ſufficient * 
- efficacy ; ; for, although they may appear : 
do have been very carefully prepared, 
yet the mercury is often apt to run 
together; and in that caſe they prove 
uſeleſs.
